1827, two brothers, John and Peter 
Dolinouico, accorapanictl by their 
nephow, Francois, left the hamlet of 
I'aidn. ill ('[iiiton du Tessin, Swltzcr- 
laiiil, and rami' to New Y'ork. Tliey 
wcj'C skilled ill till! enliiiary arl. 
wliicli Ihey turned to advantage by 
opening an \uipretencling restaurant 
uii William Street. Notiiing like a 
ft rxt-rluss restaurant tlien existed In 
Xew York, and their venture was 
Micn ssfiil from the outset. In 1832 
llicir nephew, Lorenzo Delmouico, 
who died reeenlly, was admitted as a 
iiiciiil.erof thetlriii. lu 1812 I'eler 
tliud, and six years later John retired 
from the business, leaving EoreUKO. 
and Francois sole proprietors. They 
Kiibsequeutly removed to Chambers 
Sli-cel, Ihei; lo lh(! I'onier of Koiir 
leeiilli Street and Fifth Avenue, then 
to 112 Itroadway, and iinally they es- 
tablished their famous up-town res- 
tmurant at Twenty-sixth Streetand 
Fifth Avenue which is the flivorite 
resort of the bon-ton of the metropo- 
lis and the linest estalilishmenl of tli' 
kind ill America. Sliorlly after this 
reslaiirant was opened, Charles and 
Siro Deimonico were admitted as 
liartners, Charles havin|( full charge 
of the up-town business. The death

The joint caucus oi the Deiiioeratic 
members of the Le/islature, for tlie 
nomination of a Uniti-d States Sena- 
tor, was organized Monday night 
and afier taking six ballots adjourned 
to iiicvt Tuesday night.

CLXcc'pting that two of Williams' men 
wont over to Sweeney for a pre -a r- 
raiii;ed ]Uir|ios(!, After taking' live bal- 
lots without any changc.cxeepiiiig that 
Itepreseiilativu I'ayne. of Warren, 
who was at homo sick, withdirw his 
proxy by telegraph, ;aiisiiig Williams 
to loae a vote t!ic sixth (12tlO bal- 
lot was onlered, and when the name 
of Senalor I'eay, of Christian, was. 
reae'ieil he arose and asked leave to 
explain his Mite, lie said thai over 
beyuml the circling hills of KianUforl 
and the green waters of ICeiitncky 
was a land that might not be blessed 
with bine grass, bat Was as fine as 
any under the sun. 

Where the blows fell thickest and 
llie U;;hl WttXeil liollcsl Ihn [leople id' 
this eonnlry were foreuiost ; their 
party never called upon them in vain 
lie had thought UlDt this country, 
when it presented a camlidate, woubl 
be treated with kiiidness, but his 
lio|)es were futile. lie would not lead 
I forlorn hope: he fell that lie lia<' 
done evervlhing llial lVieiid>liip or 
thai jii'iieo could a»l;.

The ballot proueedod and the resull 
was aniiouueed: Williams, iU; Black- 
hiirn, 11 ; Sweeney, 'jli. Four other 
ballots were taken without a single 
change and a motion lo adjourn was 
carried by tliu Dlaekburn and Swee- 
ney men, and the caucus after sixteen 
ballots stood adjonriie<i till Wednes- 
day nigiit, Willi no iirii>i)Cct ofa noni- 
inatlun. At thi> writing (Thursday 
evening) we have heard '' IKtthili<: 
frum Wedaesday night's proceetlings, 
but it is not at all likely that a uomi- 
uatiun was made or Uiat the dead- 
lock will bo broken this week. ' 

Tweiily-lwo of Sweeney's men 
have held up their right bauds and 
sworn to vote for him until the Leg- 
islature adjourned. The other man 
was expected to go over to Williams 
Tuesday night, but he did not 

Ayilliams lucks seven votes of 
emnigh to nominate ;ind lilaekliiirii 
lacks Moventeen. Sweeney holds the 
balance of power and as long as his 
men remain firm no mau, unless it be 
Sweeney himself, can bu nominated. 
Sweeney's supirorters are said to be 
highly incensed at the attempt to 
swaiiip their candidale willi an or- 
ganized etl'ort to ereale a stampede 
and as the Ulackbnm and Sweeii.;y 
men act together in mat|Fi-s of ad- 
journment and the Uke, Jt looks as If 
Gen. Williams was going ''to be de- 
feated. Tliere is no talk of a dark 
horse and it is believed that none will 
be brought in. at least that is the out- 
look at present. 

In spite of the aiiiinatcd contest, no 
hilteruess has been lengendered, but 
the best of feeling prevails between 
I lie candidates and their supporters. 

The I'ancus :ipi)oiiited a committee 
of three consisting of one supporter 
of eai li l aiididale, to so arrange the 
Senatorial matter ill tlic Legislature 
lo prevent tho 10 Repubiieans fk'om 
electing any one of the Democratic 
candidates, The Democratic votes 
have been so divided ihat this is iin- 
pussible and one ballot a day will be 
taken in the Legislature, which 
will amount to nothing, until the 
caucus names a candidate.

lUB TAT BRIDOE. 

The ill-fated Tay bridge is about to be 
rebuilt, or, rather, replaced by a now 
one of siasilpr xtructure. The Tay ia 
about a mile wide, and sabjeot to sadden 
and violent atorms. The new bridge 
will nm alongside of the old one, whose 
remains can be utilized to some extent. 
It will begin, Htartiug at .the south end, 
with four brick arches, each of fifty (oet 
span, and bo followed by girder and 
truss spans, aa follows: One of 118 feet, 
ten of 129 feet, thirteen of 145 feet, 
eleven uf 216 feet, two of 227 feet, one 
of 162 feet, ten of 129 feet 6 inohea, one 
of 127 feet 6 inches, and twenty-five ol 
71 feet The long oentral spans will be 
seventy-seven feet in the clear above 
high-water mark. The trains will run 
between the girders of tliese upaus, and 
ou top of those on either baud, 08 in the 
old bridge. Tho foundntions of the piers 
arc to bo iron cylinders Med with coH' 
Crete, upon which brickwork will be 
bnUt np. and snrmounted by wrought. 
ironpilhn. Before travelers trust the&i' 
selves to any great extent on this new 
pieoe of engineering, they ate likely to 
want their nerves quieted with definite 
aekurance that it won't blow over in a 
Kule, train and all, like its predeeeasor. 
The water of the Tay beneath tbe bridge 
Is 100 feet deep or more, so that it is 
iiure death to beploaged into it .i|i tig^ 
y locked railioad oan. Ibe panangm 
it'lio went down with the fliini^ old 
!oiu proved this eonolnslTely.

burned it. As the figure wasted, so the 
person itrepreeentod in like maiinor wast- 
ed away. By Uiis means Mary do Medi- 
cis and hor favoritu, Leonora CJoncini, 
were suspected o' practicing against tho 
life of Lewis XI 11. of France. In tho 
reign, too, of Kmg Henry VL, the 
Duchess of Qlcuoester waa aoonaed of a 
similar pract!6e. Bhakapeare allndes to 
this suporstit. an, and in " Richard UL" 
(Act in., Scu.\e i) mokes the Doke of 
Olonoester say to Hastings i

One day lie 
followed her fooUteps, and ou digging 
in tlie Rand found a little w&xcn image 
of a man with a pin stuck through tlie 
heart Ha drew out the pin, took the 
inuK* I**""** and bnmed it From that 
hoiur'~tiie mait began to recover. The 
aape enperstitkm ia foinnd in India, ' A 
soreness falls in love with a Prince, 
who rejects her ailvanpes. In revenge 
she surprises him in coming out <>f tlio 
bath, draws a bag from her girdle, and 
blows on it ; a shower of puis fly out, 
which stick all over tho body of the 
Prince, and ho forthwith becomes insen- 
dble. Uany years afterward, a Princess, 
lodng her way in the jnngle, discovers a 
mined city and palace. She enters the 
palace, sees the Prince extended on a 
couch, pulls the pins out ol his body, 
and thus destroys tlio spell. 

Pins have been largely used as charms, 
and also for purposes of divinution. 
Xhus, aa an illnsuation of their former 
nae, we may mention the following case : 
At Derby, on July 16, 1878, Benjamin 
Hndson waa found gniligr of having mur- 
dered his wife, and waa sentenced to bo 
hanged. In the murdered woman's 
pocket a j)iu-80 wa.s found, which con- 
tained some pins, and a piece of paper 
on wliioh the deceased liod written : 
It Is not these pins I mem to bum. 
Bat Ben Uudsou'a hi art 1 mean to turn ; 
Let him neither Mt, ep°sk,^^k, nor comfort find, 
Tin ho comes to me and s^Hs his mind. 

Despite their quanAT and jealonsies, it 
would seem that ihey had a certain 
strong affection for each other, and the 
object of the charm waa no doubt to 
regain her husband's love. In some 
countries a similar charm is frequently 
resorted to by some tinmarried person 
to compel tiie love of another— "to 
turn the heart " of the indifferent one. 

In divination, phia are generally 
dropped into wells; and omens gathered 
from the dkection in which they fall. 
In the North of England there are the 
" wishing wells," into which, if the pass- 
ers-by only drop a crooked pin and 
breaUie their wish, they may rest as-
